Circular Gives Full Information Re- 
garding Preparation and 
Application of Poison 

“Locust control in the prairie pro- 
vinces,” by Norman Criddle, is the 
title of a publication just issued by 
the entomological branch of the de- 
partment of agriculture at Ottawa. 
This is a timely circular in view of 
the possibility of a reciirrence of the 
grasshopper invasion of last year in 
this province. 

The circular gives full information 
regarding preparation and application 
of poison baits, and the method which 
is stated to be the best in handling 
the eradication of the hopper. It fur- 
ther states that the locusts which last 
year did considerable damage are the 
native kinds known as pellucid loc- 
usts. It can be secured, free upon 
application to the publications branch 
of the department of agriculture, Ot-

WHY POSTMASTERS COMPLAIN — 
| 


(BY CANADIAN POSTMASTER'S ASSOCIATION ) 


The Postmasters of Canada have 
for many years been wretchedly paid 
for the services they render the public 
owing to the vast increase in the work 
they have heen called upon to perform, 

At Confederation a basis of payment 
hy commission upon the revenue of 
their respective officos was instituted. 
You wfl understand that the revenue 


of a post office is amount of stamps | ounts between the hundred and 


sold at that bffce. There are one or 
two other sources of revenue but they 
are so small and insignificant that they 
are not worth consideration, The Con- 
federation scale was about as follows: 

“40 per cent. on the first $800 of 
revenue; 25 per cent. on the next 
$9,200 and 15 per cent. on all revenue 
over $10,000. There was a minimum 
paid to small or Offices just being op- 
ened of $10 or $12 per annum. There 
was &lso a scale of rent, fuel and light 
allowance for offices having $100 of 
revenue, amounting to $5.00 per annum 
for each full $100 of revenue, up to 
$800, then from $800 to $2,000, $20 was 
added for each full $400 of exira rev- 
enue, over $2,000 full $500 of revenue 
added $20.” 

There are some additional commis- 
sions allowed for the sale of Money 
Orders and Saving Bank Deposits, as 
these commissions however never ful- 
ly met the cost of clerical help from 
the time of Confederation to the pres- 
ent date they may be dismissed and 
not taken into further account. At that 
time the rate of postage was three 
cents for domestic letters and five 
eents for British and Foreign letters 
for each half ounce of weight, also 
there were few newspapers being pub 
lished, advertising booklets and cata- 
logues were unknown and the incom- 
ing and outgoing mail would probably 
be about equal, as the years elapsed, 
newspapers multiplied, 1548 now being 
publtshed, advertising became general 
and the disparity between incoming 
wnd outgoing mail became very pro- 
nyounced. The standard of living and 
ts cost advanced so that at the end 
: € 89 years the Postmasters condition 
wad become serious owing to the In- 
troduction of Imperial penny post and 
”& general domestic two-cent rate. An 
«appeal was made to Sir Wm. Mulock 
who was then Postmaster General and 
4 ssulted in a ten cent increase being 
«iven on the salaries computed accord- 
i: to the old scale. Six or eight 
yerrs later while the Hon. Rololphe 
Le.aieux was Postmaster General a 
new schedule was adopted giving post 
niasters 6 per cent. of the first $1,000 
of revenue, 30 per cent. on the next 
$9,000 and 20 per cent. on all revenue 
in excess of $10,000 and a 25 per cent. 
increase to the rent allowance.

There are probably 4,000. Minimum 
Post Offices whose revenues are under 
$100 per annum and consequently re- 
ceive no rent allowance whatever. The 
use of a room, light and fuel should 
be worth at least two or three dollars 
monthly. Then the graduated scale 
that is in force as you can see deprives 
Postmasters of rent on the odd am- 
in 
larger offices there is probably $376 
out of the $400 or $490 out of the $500 
of revenue upon which the Postmaster 
draws no rent. There is no justifica- 
tion for this and no reason why this 
amount could not be computed upon a 
percentage basis the same as the sal- 
ary, however the question of making 
a rent allowance contingent upon the 
amount of stamps seems absurd. Can 
you imagine what relation stamp sales 
have to the cost of coal, light or office 
rent? Rent, light and fuel should be 
paid at actual outlay for this service. 
The Postmasters would then neither 
make or lose on the transaction. Un- 
der the present system generally 
speaking, Postmasters haye to draw 
on their meagre salary payments tov 
cover the extra cost of these essent- 
ials. 

The abnormal increase in newspap 
er circulation, the introduction of Par 
cel Post with the present method of 
advertising by issuing caralogues, 
booklets, ete., has increased the vol- 
ume of incoming mail untii it is today 
at least two to four times as great as 
the outgoing, whether taken as to vol- 
ume or as to numbers. The Depart- 


ment tell us they know of no fairer | 


way of paying Postmasters 
revenue. The Postmasters on the oth- 


er hand claim that they should be paid | 


for the work they do, for instance, 
during the war, untold millions of let- 
ters both ordinary and registered were 
being sent out by the Finance and Mil 
itary Departments at Ottawa, fn fact 
the Public Information Department 
claim to have mailed eight million 
pamphlets durin gone year. Postmas- 
ters have been requested to not only 
carefully deliver this matter but to 
check up and report errors in the pay- 
ment of assigned pay and allowances 
to married soldiers dependants and 
have saved the Government mapy 
thousands of dollars by so doing, yet 
while others got increases the Post- 
masters were reduced to the Confed- 
eration scale and are there today with 
the exception of the quite insignificant 
increase given them in 1918.

But Mars Declines to Talk to This 
Planet 

The message from Mars, for which 
Dr. Frederick H. Millener, noted sci- 
entist in wireless, searched inter-stel- 
lar space-from his giant receiving 
plant near Omaha, Nebraska, did not 
materialize, If there were such a 
message passing through the ether 
for the fifty millions of miles which 
separates the carth and Marg it did 
not come sufficiently close to the 
earth to be picked up by the great re- 
ceiving station which Dr. Millener has 
established on the banks of the Platte 
River, 

For nine hours Dr. Millener and his 
assistant, L. HH. Gamor, searched 
space for the signals which Mars is 
thought to be sending carthward., 

The first half of the night the wire- 
less instruments were badly interfered 
with by static, Through the delicate 
receiving instruments came the crack- 
ing of lightning and other electric 
sounds to such an extent that no sig- 
nals anywhere could be received, 

The receiver was gradually tuned to 
its full length of wave. Starting at 
a short wave, its capacity was gradu- 
ally increased. As its radis was ex- 
tended the world’s wireless business 
was picked up. 

First a school station in Kansas was 
talking. .Next Hawaii was picked up, 
sending to San Francisco. Then Ber- 
lin was heard calling the city of Mex- 
ico. Again a station on the coast of | 
Venezuela sent a message to. Madrid, 
then Valpraiso talked with London. 

Through and past all these zones, 
Dr. Millener tuned his receiver until 
all sounds Had ceased. He was in the 
infinite.
